BOSTON, Sept. 5.—Not for a long time 


in New England cycle racing havo FO 
many sensational accidents nccurr> d ns 
took place this evening at dunlin 
River park in the two LOIUH t>f tie 
Golden Vuso race, which Stinson won 
by riding wxty-neven miles and 1467 
yards, breaking tiie world's record for 
tha1; time.

rectly ahead of Simeon's motor tat- 
dem, which was going at a terrific pace, 
but which nairowly escaped the pros 
trate rider.

Both 
men were somewhat injured, although 
they continued the race at\a slow gait, 
Moran finally falling from his wheel 
from weakness. 
Again on the fifty- 


seventh mile McEachern's motor tau- 
dem hud a narrow escape from going ofl 
the track, while travelling at full speed, 
but ten yards furtber on the maooinp 
did leave tbe track and toppled over in 
a cloud of dust. This time the rear 
rider jumped. Both men escaped u 
injured. 
Champion's riding, barring 


accidents, should have landed him 
winner, as ho held the lead up to the 
forty-lii st mile, when his motor tandeui 
went wrong which resulted in his losing 
seveial miles.

The natural woman would want 'to 


idd a codicil to her last will and testa- 
ment at least once a .week. She is not to 
blame for this. The,average woman is 
seldom the real owner of anything be- 
yond a few gowns or rings of association. 
She is pathetically poor in her own right, 
and some of the wills which these re- 
spectable paupers make are their own 
testimony to their state of iudigetfce. 


A woman of my acquaintance made 


!ier will, writing out on a single sheet of 
paper in unlegal language a disposal of 
ler few expensive garments, such as "my 
new sealskin cloak," or specifying "my 
soltnire diamond engagement-ring;" also 
'my watch set with diamonds," and then 
iiid the document in her pocket and for- 
;ot all about it. But one day she saw 
lier husband chuckling over a paper he 
was reading, and on asking him what it 
was that amused him. received the an- 
swer: "Your last will and testament, my 
dear. I found it lying on the floor, where 
you must have dropped it."

cigar. 


The dealer handed out a handful of 


cigars which were iu all appearance the 
real thins. 


"Are these real imported cigars?" ask- 


ed the purchaser, depositing his quarter 
on the liUlo change mat. 


"Yes, sir," responded the other. 
"It is too nice ft night for a dispute," 


said the guest to a reporter, "and since 
the cigar is a good one I will smoke it, 
hnt it is not an imported cigar that be 
sold me, though it resembles ono. It was 
made in this country of imported tobacco. 
IS I called this dealer down, he vrould 
say, 'What's the difference?' as the to- 
bacco was grown on the island of Cuba. 


"I am an internal revenue inspector, 


and I can tell at a glance whether a cigar 
is the imported article in the box from 
Havana or whether it is made In this 
country of imported leaf. The difference. 
is great-in many ways, and the fact that 
the average- judge of cigars cannot detect \ 
it is no excuse why he does not get what 
he calls for. Who can tell the difference 
between a Paris made gown and one 
made bore of the same imported ma- 
terials? 
Very few. 
The difference is 


usually about $100 in favor of the dress- 
maker. 


"But with cigars it is another matter. 


Some dealers will tell you that we make 
a better article of imported rolled tobac- 
co than the Cuban cigar makers. 
Per- 


haps^ so. 
The dealer makes a. bigger 


profit on the sale, and that is what he is 
looking out for. 


"If you desire to buy a cigar made by 


Cuban workmen and the real imported 
thing, examine the box for the internal 
revenue stamps. They will be observed, 
if y'ou look carefully, and are six in num- 
ber. 
All bear the words 'Imported cig- 


ars, United States customs,' and the 
number of the cigars contained in the 
box plainly engraved at each end of the 
stamp, in the center of w bich is the en- 
graving of a steamship. 


"The stamp for the box containing 25 


cigars is smaller than the others and is 
drab in color. 
The box containing 50 


cigars is distinguished by a green stamp, 
the 100 blue, the 250 rod and the 500 yel- 
low ochre in delicate tints. 


"There is a difference in both the stnnke 


and tlio flavor of a cigar made by Ha- 
vana workmen and those made at the 
principal tobacco marts here. Our mak- 
ers do not import the very finest leaf for 
the very excellent reason that the Cubans 
won't allow it to leave the island, desir- 
ing it for their own high grade cigars of

Tho Big Buena Ventnw the First 


Spanish. Prize of the War. 


Among the arrivals at this port on 


Wednesday evening was the famous big 
steamer Buena Ventura, the Spanish 
craft that was tho first capture cf the 
American ihot during the war with 
Spain. 


The big steamer cauio from Newport 


News with a cargo of coal for J. A. & 
A. W. Walker. Her present master is 
Capt. Gates and she is owned in New 
York, having foeon purchased from the 
government. 


Tho Bnena Ventura has a gross tor. - 


nage of 1,935. net tonnage of 1,816. 
due is two hundred aid sixty seven feet 
long, thirty three feet breadth and has 
a depth of twenty three feet. She v.-a«- 
built in Sunderland, England, in 1871 
and was engaged in carrying) merchan 
dise to Cuba when captured by the 0. 
S. S. Nashville. 


She is in the lower harbor at present 


and will attract lots of attention when 
she arrives at the north end wharf. 


The Nashville in making the .capture, 


fired the first shot of the war. She was 
on her way from the coast of Texas to 
Key West, Friday, April 22, 1898, 
when she overhauled the Bueua Ven- 
iura. The cruiser fired a six pounder 
and the Spaniard surrendered. 


The Nashville towed her prize into 


the barbor of Key West at 11 o'clock 
that morning and put a prize crew 
Aboard. The news of the capture of 
tae Spaniard set the people of Key 
West frantic with enthusiasm. 
All 


work was suspended and the docte 
were crowded with excited people. 


The capture of the steamer aroused 


t'le greatest indignation in Spain as 
the Spanish claimed that hostilities 
were not supposed to have commenced 
at that dfite. 


The Madrid newspapers eharaclerized 


the seizure of the craft as on act of pi- 
racy and as being in defiance of inter- 
national luw, ". characteristic of the Yan 
kees." 


At about this lime the excitement of 


the war begun and the following May 
morning, Llewey smashed the Spanish 
fleet at Manila.

Sunday," the pilot went on, ^'and next 
Sunday morning, having nothing in par^ 
ticular to do, I decided to take our 
steamer, which was- a handy little 12 
knot craft, and go for a two hours' run 
out into the gulf from South point to 
seo what I could see. 
The -water was 


still full of driftwood and wreckage from 
the fishermen's cabins, but we noticed 
nothing in particular until we had been 
out about an hour; then one of the men 
on the boat sighted a big red can buoy 
over to the sou'west. It was a govern- 
ment mark that had drifted away from 
its moorings, and he suggested that w» 
CO aud see where it belonged. Ordinarily 
I would have said all right, but some- 
thing—I don't know what or why—made 
me refuse. 'No,' said li *we won't change 
our course. Keep her head straight for 
an hour more, and maybe we'll see some- 
thing better than runaway red cans.' 


"I had no idea that my words would 


come true, but in half an hour we came 
in sight of a little raft dead ahead of us 
and as we got nearer we made out what 
seemed to be a child on top of it. 
We 


ran to within a couple of hundred feet 
before we stoppwl, and then we saw that 
the raft was evidently tho floor of some 
fisherman's cabin. The child was a boy 
of 14 or thereabout, and he was sitting 
down with his head hanging forward on 
his breast aud his arms stretched out. 
clutching the planks. He looked for all 
the world as if he were dead, but he was 
only asleep nnd when I rang the boll he 
straightened up all of a sudden and glared 
at the ship like a person in a dream. All 
he had on was 'n little shirt. And while 
we lowered a small boat and pulled over 
to him he sat so. staring and saying not 
a word. 
He had strength enough to 


climb in, but when we reached the ship 
he fainted. 


"The poor boy had been on that float- 


ing tloor for 7 days 
und 32 hours," 


continued the pilot. "He was the son of 
a Gascon oystcrmnn who lived on Grand 
Isle nud the hurricane had caught him 
ftloue in thoir ciibiu. 
It tore tbe ram- 


shackle hut to pieces, nnd he found him- 
self adrift on the lioor, which bad hung 
togetlipr. How he lived through the 
storm is one of those mysteries that can 
never be explained, but be was carried 
far off the coast nud next morning was 
out of sight of land in the oppn gulf. 
Then followed a solid week, spent with- 
out food, water or shelter of any kind. I 
have been a seafaring man all my life 
nnd have known of many wonderful es- 
capes from death on the deep waters, but 
never of anything to compare with this. 
The boy h:id to lie down on the raft to 
kco|> from falling off, and when he grew 
vonk the crawfish bit him until he was 
a mass of wounds. 


"Of course, most of what I have relat- 


ed we Icuincd afterward, when ho ivus 
strong enough to talk. As soon as we 
got him aboard we bpiided fur South 
1'oinr. IS miles away, for, as bad luck 
would have it, there was not n particle of 
food or liquor on the ship. Fortumitely. 
however, we hailed the fruiter Break- 
water and got n little brandy and a can 
of condensed milk and it was marvelous 
how n few spoonfuls of nourishment re- 
vived the lad. At Quarantine I turned 
him over to the doctor, and in a week he 
was practically well. 
Then mi uucle 


came and I have never heard from him 
eince. 
/• 
"I have often wondered," snid the old 


pilot in conclusion, "where the strange 
impulse came from that made me insist 
upon holding our course that Sunday 
morning. If I had turned aside, as tho 
men on board desired, the castaway 
would undoubtedly have been lost. 
It 


was not within the limit of possibility 
that he could have lasted another day."— 
New Orleans Times-pemocrat. 


Lincoln's Plan to Raise Vessels. 
"My father came west," said Jesse W. 


Weik of Gruencastle, "on the same boat 
that carried Abraham Lincoln from Buf- 
falo to Sandnsky. Lincoln was returning 
from a term in congress aud thought him- 
self dead politically because of his atti- 
tude in regard to the Mexican war. The 
steamer ran on the shoals somewhere 
along the shore, and Lincoln watched tho 
crew push air tight empty barrels under 
the hull of the vessel in order to raise it.

idea of patenting a device for raising 
stranded vessels.

His device was a series 
of empty leather bags fastened to the 
exterior of the hull of a vessel. When, 
occasion demanded, -they were to be 
pumped foil of air from above, and.the 
vessel thereby raised so that it could be 
floated.

Tldtnir Material* For 14. 


The genius displayed by fishhawks in 


building' time is often wonderful, 


leading persons to suspect that the me- 
ehanicil"calculations of the bird 
are 


equal to those of the average human 
'being. The liawks frequent forests-arid 
groves fringing the waters of Narragau- 
st'tt bay to obtain material for building 
new nests aud repairing old ones: Rot- 
ten limbs of trees high over one's head, 
are heard snapping aud cracking. 


This snapping of sticks is caused by 


fishh.awks. Mechanically they examine 
and break off the limbs by sheer forqe, 
something that is unique m the character 
of birds. A hawk flying about wheels 
short on its wings, having selected u de- 
cayed stick that is suitable on some oak 
tree. 
Something after the fashion of 


tent pegging the hawk charges past and 
just above the bough. Jusr as he is 
passing the limb, \yith great dexterity be 
hooks his claws upou it, and, without 
stopping in his flight and with wiugs 
trapping furiously enough, bang goes the 
report of the breaking of the rotten 
limb, aud triumphantly the feathered 
wonder carries to the nest the stick, 
sometimes 4 inches in diameter and 4V& 
feet long. Although as a rule the birds 
break off the limbs at the first attempt, 
they have been seen to try the operation 
on the same,stick two and three times 
before being successful. In case the stick 
is not broken off the first time they do 
not loose tbeir hold, but unceasingly flap 
their broad wings in the air, exhausting 
every 
measure toward 
accomplishing 


their purpose. 
, 


Ordinarily their 
bodies are not so 


heavy as to cause one to suspect that 
they could break off such stout pieces of 
boughs, but the momentum carried in 
their flight as they hook on to the limb 
without stopping almost invariably causes 
tbeir efforts to be crowned with success. 
The loud snapping noise of the breaking 
of trcfi branches by the hawks would lend 
a person not accustomed to their habits 
to suppose that an elephant was running 
amuck through the forest. 


Of about four feet iu width and of a 


compact structure the nests can with- 
stand the fury of severe storms. The 
fabric is so woven and bound crisscross 
fashion that cases have been known of 
the nests remaining intact even after tho 
wind felled the tree or pole and threw 
the nest violently to the ground. A se- 
vere storm blew down a fishhawk's nost 
at Warren a year ago. leaving the nest 
bottom up. It was discovered several 
days later with three young dead birds 
inside. Being imprisoned, they had died 
of hunger.—Forest and Stream.

of cannon^ yesterday morning, and as the 
echoes rolled along the mountains and 
the heavy smoke drifted away spectators 
could see inside the breakwater, undei 
the lee of Bald Porcupine and Green 
mountain, the English squadron which 
had just arrived. Beyond Bar island, 301' 
yards up the coast in the larger bay, tin 
white warships of the United States, nil 
fluttering with ilags, with bunds playing 
and small guns coughing smoky salutes 
were paying a tribute of honor to the 
newly uriived sea fighters of Great Brit- 
ain. It seemed like a sea fight, for both 
squadrons were belching flame and smoke 
at each other. Along shore crowds watch- 
ed with interest the opening formalities 
between the squadrons of the two na- 
tions. 


The scene had n delightful setting. 


There was no more wind than would give 
the tiniest ripple to the water. The sun- 
light from the hills struck fighting top 
aud taffrail with brilliance, picked out 
thp long double line of English marines 
with their red coats and white helmets 
•and polished guns and crept toward the 
American fighters still in tho morning 
shadows. The purple mountains in the 
distance, the far stretching water of the 
bay. the town gay with national colors, 
all made a pretty picture. The English 
squadron slipped in quietly to anchor. 
As the cables rattled down with splashes 
the American flag went up at the mast- 
head of tho flagship Crescent. Then thu 
band played "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner," and as the notes went through the 
still air to the throngs on shore cheer aft- 
er cheer went up.

Within the half hour Vice Admiral 
Bedford, accompanied by Fltig Lieuten- 
ant Streitfield and Flag Secretary Byron, 
steamed over to the New York, where 
similar formalities took place. A double 
line of marines and tho otlicers of the 
fleet were waiting to greet the distin- 
guished English visitors.
